Camp Administrator Anthony Santiago and Roy Goddard, parole 
and probation officer, released a statement yesterday through their 
attorney. Gary Dunlap, of Lompoc, denying their actions were 
improper 
The two officials, and a third man. ail of whom face possible 
suspension, have been temporarily relieved from duty by Norman A. 
Carlson, director of the Federal Bureau of Prisons 
The Record 
incorrectly identified the third man Saturday as Dempsey Morgan 
There is no Dempsey Morgan in the employment of the FCI nor is 
anyone with the name Dempsey implicated 
Carlson announced Friday that his staff and the FBI were 
completing their investigation into charges that “ several inmates' of 
the camp had received special travel favors. 
The names of the inmates allegedly receiving special treatment was 
not included in Carlson’s statement, but it was learned that John 
Alessio, Caliente 
racetrack director, 
and 
Maurice 
Friedman, 
millionaire Las Vegas developer, were involved Alessio is serving a 
three-vear term for conspiracy to defraud the government and evasion 
of income taxes Friedman was convicted for his role in the Friar s 
Club card cheating case in Los Angeles and theft of grand jury 
transcripts. 
Dunlap said the government's charges include Alessio's brother, 
Angelo, who was paroled in October after serving nearly half of a one- 
year term. 
Santiago, speaking through Dunlap, said he refused to be swayed by 
the prominence of such prisoners as the Alessios and Friedman, and 
permitted them to engage in “ normal camp programs." 
They include, he said, liberal use of unescorted day trips, relaxed 
visitation privileges and broad participation in community and civil 
activities. 
United Press International news service reported today that 
Dominic Alessio. son of John, denied that the racetrack owner had 
been seen outside the prison walls. 
“ He has not been away from the honor camp or the prison since he 
went to Lompoc to my knowledge." Dominic is quoted “ And I'm sure 
I would have known it if he had been." 
Meanwhile, procedures continue at the FCI. The employes have 
until tomorrow to respond to Warden Frank Kenton. He then will 
decide whether to suspend them without pay for 30 days. The warden 
then can issue a notice of proposed adverse action, in which case 
employes may 
request a hearing 
before a certified Justice 
Department hearing examiner The employes could appeal an adverse 
ruling from the examiner to the U.S. Civil Service Commission, from 
which the last appeal would be to federal courts, officials stated.

Governor sends legislature

Gov Ronald 
Reagan today sent the legislature 
only two-thirds of a state budget—a 
$49 billion spending blueprint for 
local assistance—and promised to 
submit the rest of his record $7 
billion-plus 
expenditure 
proposal 
later in the week 
It was the first time a governor 
has split up the budget in this 
fashion 
and 
R eagan 
clearly 
indicated 
it was an attempt to 


absolve his fiscally conservative 
administration ot blame for state 
spending which has soared year 
afte r

Reagan said he hopes Californians 
will “ better understand the extent to 
which state government merely acts 
as an efficient tax collector for the 
benefit of local government 
The 
first 
part of

budget 
unveiled today was for what Reagan

It 
totaled 
$4,899,670,225. an increase of 13.2 per 
cent over what now is being spent. 
Involved were such costly items as 
state school aid, welfare.

State money for public schools 
would total $1.88 billion —roughly 
35 6 per cent of the cost of educating 
California's children—and amount 
to a 13 7 per cent increase over what 
Sacramento now is providing. 
“ We again have endeavored to 
give first consideration to the needs 
of educating our young people,” 
Reagan said in his budget message 
But educators were expected to 
ask the legislature for far more than 
the $65 million basic increase in 
elementary and high school support 
that Reagan proposed. That sum 
was designed merely as a 5 per cent 
cost-of-living 
boost 
and 
state 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Wilson C. Riles said it would barely 
maintain the status quo 
Finance Director Verne Orr told 
newsmen that when welfare and 
Medi-Cal costs are brought more 
under control “ there is no reason" 
why 
these 
savings 
“cannot 
be 
shared" with schools. 
Reagan was particularly proud of 
his welfare and Medi-Cal budgets, 
which 
reflected 
the 
“ reforms” 
e n a c t e d 
last 
y e a r 
by 
his 
administration and the legislature 
Total state spending for welfare 
and Medi-Cal was pegged at $1.5 
billion—an increase of 7.3 per cent 
for welfare and 9 7 per cent for 
Medi-Cal. Reagan noted this was in 
sharp 
contrast 
to 
the 
average 
increase over the past three years of 
20 per cent for welfare and 31 per 
cent for Medi-Cal. 
“ Had we not reformed welfare," 
Reagan said, “ there would be 3 1 
million persons on the rolls in June 
of 1973—at least 700,000 more than 
the

forward to.’’

Two skeptical about Howard Hughes phone call 


LAS VEGAS, Nev 
<U PI)-ln Nevada, 
where Howard Hughes has an empire of 
casinos, 
hotels 
and 
real 
estate, 
two 
m en-one who has seen him countless 
times and the other not at all— reacted 
with skepticism to Hughes’ surfacing by 
telephone. 


The governor of the state of Nevada and 
Robert A. Maheu, the former Hughes right 
hand man now embroiled in a court fight 
with Hughes, were not amused 
Said Gov. Ike O'Callaghan: 
“ As a sideline observer it looks like 
another part of a three-ring circus which 
has entertained some of our state during 
the past year, and disturbt'd the rest of it.” 


Callaghan, who has in the past chafed at 
Hughes’ refusal to appear in person to 
handle dealings between the state and the 
Hughes concern, said he was not impressed 


by the telephone interview and did not 
consider it meaningful. 
O’Callaghan has said in the past that he 
w o u l d 
n o t 
c o n s i d e r 
t e l e p h o n e 
conversations with Hughes as authentic. 
Asked his reaction to Hughes’ statement 
that he hopes to return to Las Vegas some 
day, O’Callaghan smiled and replied: 
“ I am not sure he’s ever been here. I 
have never .seen the man and I have never 
talked to anybody who has ever talked to 
him face-to-face during his purported stay 
in Las Vegas,” 
Maheu listened sadly to a tape recording 
of the conference, in which Hughes called 
him “ a son of a bitch” who had embarked

LUBBOCK, Tex. ( U P D - When Gary and Nila Ellison 
register for spring classes at Texas Tech University this 
week, they may be the only two returning students glad the 
between-semesters holiday is over. 
They spent most of their holiday trapped in a van without 
food, buried under several feet of snow in the high Sierra of 
California. They survived because the snow melted long 
enough for Ellison to walk 18 miles to get help. They were 
rescued Friday and recovered rapidly during the weekend. 
“ We feel fine,” said Ellison before leaving California. “ I 
lost 20 pounds and my wife lost 15.” 
Ellison said he and Nila, both 21, of McLean, Tex., were 
taking a shortcut to Sequoia National Park from Las Vegas, 
Nev., on Christmas Day when they got stuck in snow. 
“ We were following the tracks of another car when we 
got stuck,” he said. The couple spent their first night in 
their van. Ellison tried to put chains on the tires the next 
day. 
“ The snow was two and a half feet deep around the van. 
There was no way he could get out,” he said. 
Heavy snow piled up all day and all night and the morning 
of Dec. 27, Ellison tried to walk out of the area for help. He 
said it took him more than two hours to walk one mile. He 
returned to the van and they decided to wait and hope the 
snow would melt. 
They had a bag of potato chips and a bottle of collins mbc, 
but it was consumed during the first two days. 
"We had blankets so we could lie in the van and keep 
w arm ,” Ellison said. “ We played some dominoes and cards 
and checkers.” 
“ After a week, we didn’t even think about food,” he said. 
“ We had water in the van but the pump froze and we had 
to chip the ice with a bar we were using to hang our clothes 
on.

D EAR PO LLY—I am answering Sally, who wanted to 
know how to make button gardens. Necessary materials 
are flat buttons at least 1 Vi to two inches in diameter, 
waterproof glue, tweezers, tiny figurines (purchased at 
the dime store as charms), an assortment of tiny air 
plants and colored, dry weeds. Small sticks and bits of 
wood can be used for logs and fences; bits of broken 
mirror make lakes and waterfalls. No soil is required 


Use an eye dropper to water—only about five drops a 
week will keep a garden green for months. The two or 
four holes made in the bottom of the base it is put on 
provide adequate drainage—NOMA

we made button gardens and took them to a disabled 
veterans’ hospital along with cookies. Some of the boys 
thought they were really “for the birds” and were far 
more interested in the cookies, but those who knew any­

To make such a button garden, glue a large two-inch 
button in the center of a small cottage cheese carton lid 
Mix a bit of soil with fine gravel, a little moss and some 
water. Put this on the button and build up to a mound 
Here and there, carefully place small succulents. Keep 
soil moist with a few drops of water applied with an eye 
dropper. Glue miniature shells around the edge of the 
lid. Never nut water on top of the mound made by the

“ The thing is in politics, people resent 
you if you get overexposed in the public 
view ” There are times when Kranig feels 
he’s reached that point, and there are other 
considerations which weigh heavily on his 
mind 


“ My feeling is where I started out on a 
modest scale in civic affairs, my business 
has now expanded and I find myself spread 


a little thin. I have no political ambition, 
but I feel a debt to the community that 
provides me a livelihood The only thing I 


have to give in return is my time and 
energy 1 will continue to keep my hand in 
in community affairs I have no axe to 
grind I will continue to serve 


Kranig speaks with a crisp voice and 
quickly once the thought has formed He 
also speaks with candor, a characteristic 


born probably from his experience as a 
businessman 


‘ You want to know my pet peeve0 It’s 
bureaucracy I ’d replace the negative with 
the positive It does no good for members 
of an economic development organization 


to tell a potential developer how wonderful 
Lompoc is, if he goes to the City Hall and is 
rebuffed 


Kranig was referring to the common 
complaint, more in the past than recently, 
that strict adherence to the specifics of an 


ordinance will sometimes turn a developer 
off 


His 
experience 
as 
a 
planning 
commissioner on one occasion, however, 
illustrates the maxim that all is not always 
what it seems Neighbors to his plant on 
South A Street criticized him publicly for 


what in their view was a series of 
deplorable conditions in the yard area 
surrounding the plant Kranig disqualified 


himself 
from 
the 
discussion, 
but 
a 
spokesman on his behalf noted that the 
plant was in the process of correcting some 
of the environmental problems and that the 
improvements had been in the mill for a 
long time. 


Actually Kranig feels his company has 
been in the forefront of the ecology 
movement

recyclable, continuous roll cloth towel One 
roll, according to his figures replaces 
30.000 disposable paper towels If true it's a 


substantial 
contribution 
to 
a 
better 
environment. 


Kranig is sensitive about another of his 
activities: short hunting. “ I like to hunt, 
but I don t kill tor the sake of killing 
Bagging a deer is a way of keeping score ” 


Kranig likes the outdoors, likes the 
challenge of the wilderness. Both interests 
are 
in 
sharp 
contrast 
to 
his 
deep 
involvement in an urbanized society, yet 
the challenge part of the equation is the 
same. 


“ I like the business I'm in I have to have 
a challenge, and the day to day affairs of 
the business are a lot more challenging 
than an outsider might imagine.” 


Kranig started out as a driver-salesman 
for his company, a fact that qualifies him 
for the description: “ Worked his way up 
from the bottom 


He got into the business by choice after a 
series of jobs that included a sporting 
goods store and sales for a fishing tackle 
company. 


What’s ahead in the future? His company 
for sure, but on the community scene it’s 
anybody’s guess. He may take it a little 
easier, or one day find himself plunging 
into the fray to meet some new challenge

Nov 22. 1963 in Dallas by 
two shots Oswald fired from 
the Texas Book Depository 
as 
the 
P r e s i d e n t ’ s 


motorcade 
passed 
The 
commission was headed by 
Earl Warren, then the chief 
just ice of the United States

photographs taken at the 


Kennedy autopsy They are 
in the National Archives in 
Washington. D C. 
He said the wound that 
destroyed most of the right 
side of Kennedy s brain was 
“ horrible” and the pictures 
should 
never 
be 
made 
public. 
He 
discussed 
at 
length the other bullet that 
passed through Kennedy's 
neck Sketches of the path of 
this bullet published by the 
commission 
showed 
its 
trajectory as nearly level 
But the sketches were 
made 
without 
the 
commission 
officials 
or 
staff 
members 
having 
access to the autopsy X-rays 
or photographs because of 
the wishes of the Kennedy 
family. Lattimer said the 
commission 
would 
have 
made a stronger case if 
those who prepared the final 
report had seen the items 
He said his examination of 


them showed the path of the 
bullet 
was 
considerably 
steeper than indicated by 
the published sketches 


Lattimer said, “ it anyone 
were to have shot him from 
the front, they would have to 
be squatting on the floor of 
the car in front of him ”

1 learned in e l e m e n t a r y 
school.” 


Leiberman studied graph­ 
ics at Cooper Union school 
here and backed into design­ 
ing play equipment for chil­ 
dren via displays he did for 
corporations. For example, 
he did a show called Fun 
with Junk for Pepsico.

Exhibi 
tion jobs beginning in 1964 
h o o k e d Leiberman. Since 
then he has developed about 
60 products for playgrounds 
and although these are too 
large and expensive for the 
backyard he is contemplat­ 
ing staled down units to be 
sold through Play Systems. 
Inc. 


Leiberman works at home 
and his office really is his 
attache case 
His children 
are 
lucky 
guinea pigs who get to test 
the equipment 
Even with 
this advantage, Leiberman 
said his children complain 
he works so much on play­ 
ground equipment he doesn't 
have enough time for them. 


However, he a d m i t t e d 
they're a fertile source of 
ideas. 
“My daughter," 
he 
said, "wanted a playground 
in her room. She said she 
would have some space if she 
could climb up the wall. So 
I'm making a vertical play­ 


ground and furniture with 
play and climbing functions 
to fill in that lost four or 
five feet above a bed. My 
daughter designed a slide 
that goes along her wall lik' 
a staircase 


Because of short funds for 
municipal or school play­ 
grounds and a ricid attitude 
toward how children should 
play. Leiberman calls the in­ 
dustry ‘ stagnant 


“ I design items to keep 
away from structured pla.v, 
to let the kids o r g a n i z e 
themselves and not be or­ 
ganized by others,” he said. 
Watching more than a hun­ 
dred y o u n g s t e r s freely 
climbing, sliding and jump­ 
ing about on p l a y g r o u n d 
equipment set up in the 
Owens C o r n i n g Fiberglas 
Center helped prove his phi­ 
losophy

afford to abandon or slow down further

If space must be explored, and we 
reiterate that it should, it is only wise that 
cheaper ways be developed to do such a 
job.
